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Many chapters of the bloody history of conquest were written in 
the beautiful Zuni-Cibola country where stands the surviving pueblo 
of the Zuni Indians — largest of the United States. Today's visitors 
are more welcome than were the Conquistadores and anyone fortunate 
enough to visit here during a Zuni ceremonial is invited to witness 
some of the most ancient of tribal dances. 
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The Inter-tribal Indian Ceremonial has devoted its efforts to the 
preservation of Indian cultures, arts, and crafts since its founding in 
1922. Annually, starting the second Thursday in August, more than 
20 tribes and thousands ov visitors converge on Gallup to witness 
and to participate in this world-renowned event. It is rightly called 
“America’s Tribute to the American Indian.” 

The dance program seen by visitors is performed with all the dignity 
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North and west of Gallup lies the largest Indian Reservation in the 
United States. Visitors are welcome to visit this scenic and historic N PNET) 
land where dwell more than 90,000 Navajos. Numerous parks and 
camping areas are set aside for the convenience of the visitor to Country 
Navajoland, USA. 
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Two years before the founding of Jamestown and 15 years before 
the Pilgrims landed at Plymouth Rock, Don Juan de Onate carved 
the first of many inscriptions on a gigantic autograph album — In- Route 
scription Rock. Much of this history of the exploration and settling ; 
of the West is recorded here in terse notations: “Passed by here ...” of 
conquistadores, cavalry troops, wagon trains, traders and settlers. 

There is much to see in the Zuni-Cibola Country — ancient ruins, Coronado 
pueblos, caves of perpetual ice, volcanic remains and rare scenic 
beauty.
